One of tin- echoes of the recent wat¬ 
er bond campaign, in the form of "an 
affair of honor," has set a good many 
people laughing this week. In a let¬ 
ter to Mr. Hlunier regarding the lat¬ 
ter's comments on the famous, or in¬ 
famous, “Civic League" circular Dr. 
W. F. Hatfield challenges Mr. Hlumer 
to a public debate. He feels that his 
veracity has been lpugm*d, his honor 
aspersed.

Hlumer to the indignity of being beaten 
in a debate, subject not named but 
presumably the veracity of Dr. Hat¬ 
field. 

Aside from the humorous aspects of 
the affair, the perception of which re¬ 
quires no subtle mind, Dr. Hatfield’- 
letter is interesting In that It reveals 
the true author of the “Clyde League” 
circular, or rather confirms the gen¬ 
eral impression already held on that 
point. Few people would care to stake 
their veracity on that document arm 
if I>r. Hatfield has nothing better t<» 
offer Mr. Hlumer is doing an act of 
charity in allowing him to save hall 
rent by declining the challenge, which 
is printed below, verbatim:

A recall election to Kive 
of Sierra Madre an opportunity to se¬ 
lect a new city treasurer in place of 
F. C. Lchriicr. the present "City Treas¬ 
urer,” Is now assured, sufficient sig¬ 
natures havliiK been secured for the 
recall petition. 

As announced In "the News last 
week, the petition was put In circula¬ 
tion on Monday. Moat of the work 
of circulating it so far has been done 
by W. S. Andrews. The required 25 
per cent of the registered voters was 
secured within a very few hours, hard¬ 
ly a man who was approached being 
unwilling to sign. 

Grounds For Recall 

Neither Mr. Andrews nor a majority 
of tlie signers to the petition have 
been concerned in any way in the 
various controversies which have cen¬ 
tered about the city hall. They are 
interested only as taxpayers seeking 
the most efficient administration possi¬ 
ble of city business and are convinced

Sierra Madre seems to have an ex¬ 
cellent chance to secure additional in¬ 
terurban connections by reason of a 
movement started by Pasadena and 
Monrovia to secure dire< t connection 
between those two cities. The com¬ 
mercial bodies of both cities are hard 
»t work on the proposition. Both fa¬ 
vor tarrying the proposed line through 
Sierra Madre. The loc al board of trade 
has instruct' d its transportation com¬ 
mittee* to render every possible aid 
to the enterprise.

Hne which would, of course, be built 
by the Pacific Electric as a part of its 
present system. One route would be 
a continuation of the East Colorado 
street line in Pasadena, extending from 
the present Lamanda Park terminus 
through the chapman Ran* h and then, 
probably, along the foothill boulevard, 
into Monrovia.

voter bond election had not been com- 
uig <m at that time it is a safe assump¬ 
tion that Sierra Madre would have 
bad a new city treasurer weeks before 
this time. 


TYPICAL YELLOW JOURNALISM 

Sierra Madre saw a shining example 
>f th«* methods of yellow newspapers 
*n YWdnesday when th** Examiner ap¬ 
peared with an alleged account of the 
recall proceedings against Treasurer 
Lehmer. Tin* unfortunate part of the 
tffair was the attempt to mix the 
Woman's Club in the recall movement. 
Hold headlines, subsequently ampli¬ 
fied, said the* club has originated and 
was pushing the recall. As a matter 
• f fact neither the club nor any of its 
members has had anything to do with 
if. The Examiner reporter knew this 
to be true when he wrote his story. 
But he had been sent out by the city 
editor to get a story about the club 
and the recall, and he turned in what 
he was ordered to get. regardless of 
facts. The real responsibility appears 
to lie with some Sierra Madre individ¬ 
ual who passed the* word around in 
Los Angeles that the women were re¬ 
sponsible for the recall and were also 
after one of the city offices, with the 
evident intention of causing annoy¬ 
ance to them. A good many laughs 
were caused, incidentally, by the at¬ 
tempts of the Examiner photographer 
to get a picture of Mr. Lehmer for 
publication. After chasing him around 
a block or two and out into the tall 
'incut the photographer said the next 
time he <ame hunting jackrahhits he 
would bring a shotgun instead of a 
camera.
